The menace to both Cambrai and 
Douai may be indicated by fhe fact 
that the British are within 512 miles 
of the outskirts of the former city and 
not more than six miles distant from 
Douai. 
At I nchy-en-Artois they are a little 
more than two miles from th* Bi orlon 
wood position where General 
Byng 
was temporarily anchored in his drive 
at Cambrai last fall, marking what 
was virtually his nearest approach to 
the city.
